BOGUS BUTTER, 


Report of the Investigation Committee 
of the New York Legislature. 

ALBANY, N. Y,, March 21.—fhe Senate Corm- 
miltee on Puolie Health, which bus been investi- 
gating the adulierations of food, reporied to-day, 
They say they have discuvered wholesale and 
alarming adulterations, ‘dangerous to the con- 
sumer and depreciating property iv the rural dis- 
tricts. The aduiteration of butter by tallow oii, 
bone oil and lard oil was found in almost every 
town and Cily ip the State, aud in amount equal 
to one-half the production of natural butter. The 
imitation hus been so disguised as to be often 
only discernibie by chemical analy- 
sis. Out of thirty samples of butter 
purchased by the committee in New York only 
ten were genuine. No labels to distinguish 
the pure from bogus butter are displayed, as re- 
guired by existing law. The bogus buiter is 
largely purchased by saloons, boarding-houses 
and second-class hotels, The poorer quality of 
bogus butter sells for 20 to 30 cents to laboring 
men, and the better grades 40 to 45 cents. The 
cost to the manufacturer ranges from 12 to 18 


eents; average i4. Several New Vork and broor- 
lyn concerns Manufacture over 3,000,000 ths enc 
of fats brought from the West wad from frranee 
and Italy. The bulk ef the bogus bwmiter is 
manufactured in the West and sold in New York 
to the detriment of the State’s dairy interests. 
Many dairy farmers have been drive out of the 
business. The consequent loss to the State is 
estimated at from five to ten millions yearly. The 
committee estimates that forty mifiion pounds 
of the product is sold anuually in .the 
State, and tbe illegitimate business is 
breaking up our export butter trade. The 
effect of the re Agi in the trade is deleterious 
to business Morais. Butierine can be sold at 18 
cents less than natural butter. The committee 
quotes extensively trom evideuce to show the 
evil, moral, ang te | ahd sapliary effects of 
the adulteratious, The use of vitric and suiphurie 
acid in deodorizing adulterated butter is particu- 
larly condemned. The committee recommengs the 
total prohibition, after a given time, of the mau- 
ufacture and sale of ail butter adulterations.”’ 
“The living cow,” assert the commitice, “canvot 
compete with the dead hog.” Tre eommittee also 
find that 200,000 out of the 500,000 quarts of milk 
furnished in New York daily iv 1382 were water 
Or skim milk, Tbey recommend the appomtinent 
of a State MILK Luspeetor;, aud that the officials 
chosen to eniorce the anti-adulieration laws be 
vlected from nnd represent the dairy mterests. 
Accom panyine the report was a bill prohibiting, 
under pemilty of $200 or six monies’ IMmprisun- 
noni, the sale of adulterated milk, Keeping cows 
for the pro@uciion of wilk in an unhealthy eop- 
dition or diluiiug nik with water. It provides 
that every nunufueturer of buiter = shai!

Tor EKA, KAN. March 21.—In the Hovse, during

How it Affects Land-Owners in Nodaway

easily be estimated.”

WE CAN WIN. 


St. Louis Has Splendid Advan- 
tages inthe Fast Mail Fight.

A Brief Review of the Fast Mail Victory 
of Nine Years Ago—Some Important 
Statistics From a Man Who Knows. 


——— 


“It’s simply a repetition of the attempt they 
made to give Chicago a fast mall at the expease 
of St. Lon is and the rest of the country in 1875,”" 
said Chauncey I, Filley tis morning, when the 
fast mail subject was broached. “We sueceeded 
in spoiling their little game then, and the argu- 
ments Which were so potent then are mueh 
stronger to-day, It merely wauts a little intel 
ligent Work to secure to St. Louis tne considera- 
tien she deserves 1m this matter.” 

“And what were some of those arguments?” 

“I couldn’t go into an elaborate presentation of 
the case just now, but 1 will just give you a few 


of the facis which were prominent in the cam- 
paign of 1875. When £ took charge of the Post 
Office bere in 1874, there were four Srailway 
postal routes coming in here from the East, and 
only one going out to the West, over the Missouri 
Pacific, whith carried only one ear each day. The 
railroads extendiug to the South, Southwest aud 
West seemed to bave no dispusition to handie 
postal business, and no effort Was being made to 
extend that branch of the service. The shortest 
route frown New York to St. Louis—namely, the 
Pennsylvania and Vandalia—was without any 
service. On the contrary yearly every railroad 
going out of Chmicago' East or West, 
bad its postal-car route, with double 
daily service on most of them, one 
of 118 routes extending right down west of us to 
Denison, Texas, and we having no route to Texas 
at all. Our Post Office not only did not co-operate 
with the Raliway Postal Service at that time, but 
lis agent was not even allowed desk-room in the 
office, and was compelled to find quarters with 
Marshal Newcomb. Weil, we began to work to 
secure an extension of the postal-car service to 
the West and South, and cultivated friendly rela- 
tions with the *Kuilway Mail Department, first 
stipulating that St. Louls must be given jist as 
good mail facilities as ary Other city in the cuoun- 
try. While we were at work on that we learned 
very quickly that we had the influence of the en- 
tire Northwest to fight, while the aitention of the 
superintendent of the railway servie® Was natur- 
ally directed to that regiou where 
ALMOST HIS ENTLRE BUSINESS LAY. 

I learned one day, however, that an 
arrangement has been made with the New York 
Central, looking to the running of a fast mail to 
the Northwest, and that Vanderbilt was already 
having bis cars built for that service. Inquiring 
turther, 1 discovered that there was a secret con- 
tract Detween the New York«Certral and some of 
theZofficers of the department,e by whieh this fast 
mai{was to be guaranteed an average ot forty-two 
tous of mail matter =per_ day. Now 
the mail that would legitimately 
take that route tocome West would noi make 
auuy such weight as that, and they had to do soie- 
thing to make up the deficit.” 

“Aud what did they do?” 

“What did they do? Why they made up a 
schedule by which they were to forward uot only 
St. Louis mail, but @ven Evansville 
and Civeinnati mail over that route, 
which was 106 miles longer to St. Louis than the 
natural route, and which was proportionately 
even much more roundabout for the obner cities 
mentioned. 1 hada talk with Major Simpson, 
manager of the Vandalia, wuo always backed me 
for ali he Knew how lu the work of improving our 
facilities, aud he andl went rigutto dSara- 
toga, where we fvund Tom. Scou, of 
the Pennsylvania, and told him what 
Vanderbilt was doing. Within a few hours he 
had telegraphed to his shups at Altoona, and the 
construction of a uew liue of cars Was entered 
upon at ouce. Three days before Vanderbilt’s 
cufs Were ready the first of Tom Scvtt’s wiite 
line cars reached S!. Louis. They traveled al- 
most empty for some time, however, owin 
to the arrangement with Vanderbii 
under which many tons of matter was diverted 
to bis line in order to till up the six mail cars of 
his fast train every day. We vegan then to work 
on Postmaster General Jewell, and when we dem- 
onswated beyond coniroversy that mail Was being 
sent over a luuudred miles out of its way in order 
lo bojster upa fastline to Chicago, and thag, 
with equal rate of speed, mail four Western 
and Southwestern points wouid reach 
ilgj destination over the shortest, or Penn- 
svi¥unia rote, Ole train earlier than via the 
Northwestern roue. IL received from Mr. Jew- 
ell ah order op the New York officials to 
send Western mail by its shortest and must natur- 
al route, From that time the Penusyivania route 
begab to 

CARRY A HEAVY BUSINESS, 
while the Vauderbilt fast mall began to languish. 
lt was not a great while befure the Southern fast 
mail was doing the heaviest busi- 
hess, and being unable lo live up 
to the forty-four tun ovision, thie 
department abandoned _ It. ne train being 
abandoued, the other was pretty hard to hold up 
against the argument of dtscrimination, and it, 
too, was taken off. Siill we won that fight, and 
St. Louis is much better fixed to wim 
the present one than she was that one. 
While then she had only one postal car 
route to the West, she has now postal service 
over every line going outinw the South, South- 
west, West and Northwest. We are a little over 
2 hours further west than Chicago, yet when New 
York mail reaches here it is one train (or from 
eight to tweive hours) nearer to Omaha, Denver, 
Kansas City, Fort Scott, Sherman 
or Galveston and San Francisco than 
when it reaches Chicago. That’s argument 
enough to settle the fast mail business, isu’t it? 
You can say, and itean be demonstrated, that all 
Eastern mail which reaches here for the West 
is from eight to twelve hours closer to its destina- 
tion than when it reaches Chicago. This applies 
aswell to California mail as it 
does to Colorado, Kausas, Arkansas and Texas 
mail. This being the fact, it is all poppycock 
to talk about the population of the towns on the 
hine of the fast trains.” 
“Don't you think the railroad influences have 
something to do with determining this matter?” 
“Qt course they do. Itcertainviy hasn't peen 
determined on its merits. Now, I understand the 
Wabash favors the Chicago fast muil because it 
gets the hauling from Toledo to St. Louis of mail 
which now comes by the Vandalia. Now, how 
short-sighted that is! Suppose we had a fast 
mail over the Peunsyivania and Vandalia, 
wouldn’t the Wabash or Gould interests profit 
more by hauting all the Eastern mail for points in 
the West, Soutliwest and South, out of St. Louis, 
than by the haul of St. Louis mail alone from 
Toledo to St. Louis? Of course they would, But 
the plan of sencing St, Louis mail around by 
Cieveland is wrong ip stil another point. It in- 
volves the freghtage over 106 unnecessary 
miles Of transportation, and back, ‘mak- 
ing 212 unnecessary miles of travel for 
exch car, Which the public has to pay for in or- 
der that Chicago may have a fast mail. If there 
wus to be only one fast mail in the country St. 
Louis would have no aifficulty in proving that 
the largest interests and the greatest territory 
would be served by her getting 1t.” 
“Do you think there is some sub rosa contract 
with the New York Central this time as there was 
pelore, as to the quantity of mail to be shipped 
daily by the fast train?” ‘ 
“J don’t Know anything about it. I notice, 
however, that they taik of age bags only St. 
Louis, but New Orleans mali up by that rownd- 
about way.” 


THE REST OF IT. 


Further Infermatien in Kegard to What 
Building Insurance Men Want. 
“That interview about insurance men published 
yesterday,” said Mr. Eames, Deputy Comunis- 
sioner Ot Public Buildings, this morning, “does 
this office an injustice because my conversation 
was not reported in full. Itis true that we did 
not pull together harmoniously some time ago, 
put of late the insurance men have been assisting 
us agreat deal. I wish you would add this: That 
in the present instance, if uever ,belore, the gen- 
tlemen in question have beartily to-operated with 
the Fire Department and our office, In endeayor- 
ing to effect a passage of the ordinance now 
pending before the Municipal Assembly looking 
tw a rigid enforcement of the existing law,and also 
that in my opinion the failure of the Assembly tu 
rovide a corps of building inspectors as con- 
plated in this bill wiil be as fatal to the pubiic 
interests and safeiy of the city as to our hopes for 
a lower schedule of insurance rates.”” In Justice 
to Mr. Eumes it may be added that the spirited 
part of the conversation only was published.

THE MEN IN COURT. 

The cases against the two men were dotkéted 
to-day in the Court of Criminai Uorrection for a pre- 
liminary trial.

Tiler is accused of stealing $40,- 
woOand McFadden of stealing $79,000 from the 
Pacific Express Company on the 2d inst. Before 
the opening of court the distinguished prisoners 
were taken from the juil to the court dock.

M. Michaels, pawnubroker on the east 
side of Fourth, between Market and Chestans 
streets, bas positively identifiea the sole-leather 
trunk in which the plunder was carried off as one 
which he sold. The trunk was manufactured 
by Quirk, corper of second and Walnut 
streets, and by him sold to Michaels. About 10 
o’elockK op the Saturday night before the 
two young men visited Michaels’ store, and after 


inspecting his stock selected this trunk, which: 


they paid for, and carried off between them,

St. Louis Has Splendid Advan. 
tages in the Fast Mail Fight. 


A Brief Review of the Fast Mail Victory 
of Nine Years Ago—Some Important 
Statistics From a Man Who Knows. 


“It’s simply a repetition of the attempt they 
made to give Chicago a fast mall at the expease 
of St. Louis and the rest of the country in 1875,” 
said Chauncey I, Filley tis morning, when the 
fast mail subject was broached. “We suececded 
in spoiling their little game then, and the argu- 
ments which were sO potent then are much 
stronger to-day, It merely wauts a little intel- 
ligent work to secure to St. Louis tne considera- 
tion she deserves 10 this matter.” 

“And what were some of those arguments?” 

“I couidn’t go into an elaborate presentation of 
the case just now, but 1 will just give you a few 


of the facts which were prominent in the cam- 
palgn of 1875. When f£ took charge of the Post 
Office here in 1874, there were four Srailway 
postal routes comingin here from the East, und 
only one going out to the West, over the Missouri 
Pacifie, whieh carried only one ear each day. The 
railroads extending to the South, Southwest aud 
West seemed to have no dispusition to handie 
postal busiiress, and no effort was being made to 
extend that branch of the service. The shortest 
route fron New York to St. Louis—namely, the 
Pennsylvania and Vandalia—was without any 
service. Un the contrary nearly every railroad 
going out of Chicago’ East or est, 
had its postal-car route, with double 
daily service on most of them, one 
of its routes extending right down west of us to 
Denison, Texas, and we having no route to Texas 
atail. Our Post Office not only did not co-operate 
with the Ruiiway Postal Service at that time, but 
lis agent was not even allowed desk-room in the 
office. and was compelled to find quarters with 
Marshal Newcomb. Weil, we began tw work to 
secure an extension of the postal-car service to 
the West and South, and cultivated friendly rela- 
tions with the ‘Railway Mail Department, first 
stipulating that St. Louls must be given jist as 
good mail facilities as any other city in the coun- 
try. While we were at work on that we learned 
very quickly that we had the influence of the en- 
tire Nurtuwest to fight, while the aitention of the 
superintendent ef the railway service Was natur- 
ally directed to that regiou where 
ALMOST HIS ENTLRE BUSINESS LAY. 

I learned one day, however, that an 
arrangement has been made wlth the New York 
Central, looking to the running of afast mail to 
the Northwest, and that Vanderbilt was already 
having bis cars built for that service, .loquiring 
turther, 1 discovered that there was a secret con- 
tract between the New Yorks«Certral and some of 
theZofficers of the Gepartment,se by which this fast 
maijwas to be guaranteed an average ol forty-two 
tous of mail matter per. day. Now 
the mail that would legitimately 
take that route to come West would noi make 
uny such weight as that, and they had to do some- 
thing to make up the deficit.” 

“And what did they du?” 

“What did they do? Why they made up a 
schedule by which they were to forward not only 
St. Louis mail, but @ven Evansville 
aud Ciucinnati mall over that route, 
which was 106 miles longer to St. Louis than the 
natural route, and which Was proportionately 
even much more roundabout for the obner cities 
mentioned. 1 hada talk with Major Simpson, 
manager of the Vandalia, wuo always backed me 
for ali he knew how 1 the work of improving our 
facilities, aud he andl went rigutto dSara- 
toga, where we fvund Tom Scou, of 
the Pennsylvania, and told him what 
Vanderbilt was doing. Within a few hours he 
had telegraphed to his shops at Altoona, and the 
construction of a new line of cars Was entered 
upon at ouee. Three days before Vanderbilt’s 
curs were ready the first of Tom Scvtt’s wiite 
line cars reached §8!. Louis. They waveled al- 
most empty for some ume, however, owin 
to the arrangement with Vanderbii 
under which many tons of matter was diverted 
to bis line in order to till up the six mail cars of 
his fast train every day. We vegan then to work 
on Postmaster Generali Jewell, and when we dem- 
onstrated beyond coniroversy that mail Was being 
sent over a hundred miles out of its way in order 
lo bojster Upa fast line to Chicago, and thag, 
with equal rate of speed, mail four Western 
and Southwestern points would reach 
ils a destination over the shortest, or Penu- 
syfunia rofte, One train earlier than via the 

orthwestern roue. IL received from Mr. Jew- 
ell an order op the New York officials to 
send Western mail by its shoriest and must natur- 
al route. From that time the Penusyivania route 
began to 

CARRY A HEAVY BUSINESS, 

while the Vauderbilt fast maul began to languish. 
It Was not a greut while befure the Southern fast 
mail was doing the heaviest busi- 
ness, and being unable io §«€CCl live =—s up 
to the forty-four ton ovision, the 
department abandoned it. ne train being 
abandoued, the other was pretty hard to hold up 
against the argument of dtscrimination, and it, 
too, was taken. off. Siilll we won that fight, and 
St. Louis is much better fixed to win 
the present one than she was that one. 
While then she had only one postal car 
route to the West, she has now postal service 
over every line going outinw the South, South- 
west, West and Nortnwest. We area little over 
2 hours further west than Chicago, yet when New 
York mail reaches here it is one train (or from 
eight to tweive hours) nearer to Omaha, Denver, 
Kansas City, Scott,’ Sherman 
or Galvestou and Francisco — than 
when it reaches Chicago. That’s argument 
enough to settle the fast mail business, isu’t it? 
You can say, and it ean be demonstrated, that all 
Eastern mail wuich reaches here fer the West 
is from eight to twelve bours closer to its destina- 
tion than when it reaches Chicago. This applies 
aswell to Calllorma mail as it 
does tou Colorado, Kausas, Arkansas and Texas 
mail. This being the fact, It is all poppycock 
to talk about the population of the towns on the 
line of the fast trains.” 

“Don't you think the railroad influences have 
something to do with determining this matter?’ 

“Qt course they do. Itcertainiy hasn’t peen 

determined on its merits. Now, I understand the 
Wabash favors the Chicago fast mail because it 
gets the hauling from Toledo to St. Louis of mail 
which now comes bv the Vandalia. Now, how 
short-sighted that is! Suppose we had a fast 
mail over the Peunsylvania and Vandalia, 
wouldn’t the Wabash or Gould interests profit 
more by hauling all ihe Eastern mail for points in 
the West, Southwest and South, out of St. Louis, 
than by the baul of St. Louis mail alone from 
Toledo to St. Louis? Of course they would, But 
the plan of sencing St, Louis mail around by 
Cleveland is wrong ip stil: another point. It in- 
volves the freghtage over 106 Uunecessary 
miles Of transportation, and back, ‘mak- 
ing 212 unvecessury miles of travel for 
each car, Which the public has to pay for in or- 
der that Chieago may have a fast mail. If there 
was to be only one fast mail in the country St. 
Louis would have no aifficulty in. proving that 
the largest interests and the greatest territory 
wouid be served by her getting it.” 
“Dou you think there is some sub rosa contract 
with the New York Central this time as there was 
pelore, as to the quantity Of mail to be shipped 
daily by the fast train?” . 
“7 don’t Know anything about it. I notice, 
however, that they tatk of oo only St. 
Louis, but New Orleans mail up by that round- 
about way.”

THE MEN IN COURT. 

The cases against the two men were dotkéted 
to-day in the Court of Criminat Ucrrection for a pre- 
liminary trial.

Tiller is accused of stealing $40,- 
woand McFadden of stealing $79, trom the 
Pacific Express Company on the 2d inst. Before 
the opening of court the dustinguished prisoners 
were taken from the jail to the court dock. The 
news that they were locked up in the court 
cage@soun spread through the Courts, 
and before Judge Noonan teok the bench a large 
crowd gathered about the door of the doex. The 
objects of somuch attention sat near the bar 
apparentiy but litle annoyed by the curiosity 
the crowd. W.C. Jones and Marshall F. McDon- 
ald appeared for the express company as special 
prosecutors, and Mr. James J. McBride for the 
defendants. Application was made by the de- 
fense for a continuance. To this the State 
ed, and the case went over until April 4, neither 
of the defendant’s putting in an appearanse if 
court. Before a preliminary examination is had 
indictments will probably be fouad by the Grand 
Jury, which will take the case out of the jurisdic- 
tiou of the Court of Criminal Correction. In the 
meantime the express company and tbeir agents 
are daily interviewing the defendants on the most 
pieasant terms of intimacy. While Mr. Butler 
volunteers to send them towels, etc. 
and asks them to have no. »hesitation im 
usking aay litte favor, he is questioning ana 
cross-questioning them about missing funds in 
an enueavor to elicit information which willbe 
fatal to them on trial.

THE SOLE-LEATHER TRUNK TRACKED. 

One more fact has come to light by which. 
Fadden’s connection with the express robbery is 
proven. M. Michaels, pawubroker on the east 
side of Fourth, between Market and Cnhestans 
streets, bas positively identifiea the sole-leather 
trunk in which the plunder was carried off as one 
which he sold. The trunk was man red 
by Quirk, corper of second and Walnut 
streets, and by him sold to Michaels. About 10 
o’elocK Op the Saturday night before the robbery 
two young men visited Michaels’ store, and after 
inspecting his stock selected this trunk, which- 
they paid for, and carried off between them. Be- 
ing taken to the Four Courts yesterday, Mr. 
Michaels pointed out Tiller and McFadden as the 
two men in question, and said he could not be 
mistaken. 

“Tiller usea todo all his pawning with me,” 
said Mr. T. H. Jones oft tue firm of Thomas & 
Jones, loay agents. “See here.” Mr. Jones pro- 
duced a biank showing Prentice Tiller’s deah 
with him. In it were entries as fvllows: “Re 
ver. $4; watch, $20; ring, $2; revolver, $6; watch,

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TRAINED NURSES. 


A Talk With a Graduate of the 
Bellevue Hospital School, 
sinassesiagliibiaampie 
The Wages Received by Nurses—The 
Work Preferable to School Teaching— 
Qualifications for Entrance Into a 
Training School — Education Neces- 


sary. ° 


Mr. Harry Blood, who was made a victim to the 
bad marksmanship of a policeman afew weeks 
ago, wili go out into the world in the course of a 
month firm in the belief that had it not been for 
the services of a professional nurse his recovery 
would peyer have been brought about. Mr. Biood 
was very low for a while, but, fortunately, his 
friends secured Miss Hunt, who was brought here 
from New York by the managers of the Training 
School to act as nurse for him, and now that he is 
convaiescing, his friends, the doctor who at- 
tendea him and bimself unite in saying it 
was the skill of the nurse that 
saved him. »~A Post-DisPpaATcH reporter 
called upon Miss Hunt yesterday, and 


had a very pleasant chat with her about her busi- 
ness andsabout training schools. “Ihave been a 
nurse for four years,” said the lady, “having en- 
tered the Bellevue Hospital training school in 
1879. I took the two years’ course in that hos- 
pital, and was afterwards superintendent of 
nurses in a smaller hospital in that city.” 

‘Did you have any preparatory training before 
entering the Believue Hospitai?”’ 

“None to speak of. I went into school because 
I thought I’d like to be a nurse, having had just 
enough experience in my private life to lead me 
to a liking for that work. There is 

NU WORK MORE PLEASANT 
than nursing to those who are inclined to care for 
the sick, and the studies pursued in training for 
the profession are very interesting.” 

‘‘How many nurses were there in the Bellevue 
school?” 

“Sixty-four last year.” 

“About how many graduate every year?” 
“There weretwenty in the graduating class 
last year.” 

‘*Is the business a very profitable one?” 

“It is. Graduates of the Bellevue training 
school receive from $20 to $25a week, wiih, of 
course, their board from those employing them.” 

“Is the demand for nurses very great?’’ 

“Oh, indeed, yes. There is a register in the 
Bellevue schoolior nurses outof employment, 
and Ilassure you there are many applicants for 
nurses who have to wait some tite before a nurse 
isfree from other engagements. It is seldom 
that a trained nurse is out of employmeut, as the 
demand isso great that engagements are con- 
stant. The only exception is in the summer, 
time, when everybody leaves the city, but the 
rest, thus given, isa very welcome one to tile 
nurses,”’ 

‘*The qualifications tor admission te the Belle- 
vue include, of course, intelligence and a good 
education?”’ 

“Yes. Applicants have to 

PASS AN EXAMINATION 

in reading, writing, arithmetic, etc., and they are 
given a mouth’s probation in the school, in which 
time, if they do not like the work or if they are 
not fitted for the work, they leave or are dis- 
missed.’’ 

“From what class of women are the appli- 
cants?”’ 

“You might say ae are from the class repre- 
sented by school-teachers. Now, I consider that 
nursing is a much more pleasant occupation than 
teaching school, besides being more profitable. 
There are a great many advantages in our pro- 
fession which a ten gen eee can never enjoy.” 

‘‘Is the Dest class represented in the bellevue 
School’ 

“Quite largely. There area great many in the 
schoo! who de not need to work, but who enter 
from a desire todo something. There is very 
little ebance to talk, you Know. when one is 
pursing,” said Miss Hunt, smiling. “The pupils 
at Bellevue are not ali New Yorkers, either. La- 
dies from distant States may be found there, as 
well as trom Canada and abroad. There are six 
nurses at the hospital now who came over from 
lreiand expressly for the purpose of receiving a 
training.” 

*“Whatare the advantages of a trained nurse 
over an unskilled one?”’ 

“They are great, Wetake a year’s schooling 
in medicine and surgery at first, sharing the same 
advantages that the medical students enjoy,and are 
thus made familiar with theeffects of medicine. 
The advaitage, then is this: In a dangerous 
surgical case we Know just when to aaminister 
the medicine prescribed, andin what quantity. 
We are so familiar with sickness thatwe can in- 
telligently acquaint the physician with the condi- 
dition of the patient, and the progress or abate- 
ment of the allment he is suf- 
fering from. When powerful drugs 
are administered we can tell when dangerous 
syinpioms appear, and thus obtain a physician’s 
assistance inacrisis. Theadvantages are almost 
innumerable, our nedical training enabling us to 
know how to act in emergencies, and our manual 
skill making us almost as useful as a sgsur- 
geun.”’ 

“How many training schools for nurses are 
there in the country?” 

“There are five in New York besides the Beile- 
vue Hospital school; Chicago has had one for 
three years; Wthiladelphia has one; Boston has 
several and New Haven nas one,”’ 

“Do you Know of anv Case where a schooi was 
started and made a fallure?’’ 

“Inevery city where a training school has 
been establishedjine schvol has been success. Once 
a ductor bas secured the services of a trained 
nurse for his patient he will be iothto take a 
dangerous case without the assistance of the 
nurse.” 

**How are these schools maintained?” 

“During the last six mouths of a 
nurse’s course she is given outside 
duty,and the school receives the money paid for 
her services, she of course receiving her regular 
wages from the school. Besides,the nurses are 
so efficacious in sickness that many people who 
consider their recovery owing tothem contrib- 
ute generousiy to the fund for carrying on the 
schooi.”’ 

“You have been engaged as superintendent of 
the St. Louis school. Wili your plan of instrue- 
Lion be the same as that of the Bellevue Hespiiai 
schooi?”’ 

“Exactiy; and for adescription of that plan 
allow me to refer you to the Eleventh Anaual Re- 
port of the parent school, published the first of 
this year.” 

From this report the following ituformation is 
Obtained: The school was 

OPENED IN 1873 

by thirteen women, to whom was intrusted the 
nursing of five wards in Bellevue Hospital. 
One hundred and ninety-five women have gradu- 
ated Since that time. Of these 30 are engaged in 
hospital work, 130in private nursing, 3 have joined 
sisterloods, 8 are district nurses among the poor, 
3 have studied medicine, 11 dave married, 6 lave 
leit their profession for home duties, 1 has died, 
wid 3 bave been deprived of their diplomas 
for unprofessional conduct. During 1883 there 
were 813 calls for private nurses: 6504 of these 
were supplied by the registered nurses, 125 from 
tie school, and 184 declined, all the nurses being 
engaged at the time of application. Over 300 ap- 
plications for entrance had been received during 
1883. Many of these came from uistant states 
and the writers were advised to apply to schoojs 
nearer their homes to save the trouble 
incident to travel, ete. Others of the 
applicants feli below the mentalor physical stan- 
Gard required by our regulations, and forty only 
were accepted. Of these, three left after the 
month’s trial, findiug the work different from 
thelr expectations, two were ‘dismissed on ac- 
count of ili healih,one from deficient education 
and three, after a test of three months, failing to 
deveiop the necessary qualities of energy and 
self reliance, were dropped, The superiutend- 
ent, all other considerations being equal, ailows

The Negro Train Robbers in Court To- 
. Day—East St. Louis News, 

The preliminary examipation of Frank Lewis, 
Alexander Anderson and George Freeman, the 
three colored desperadoes arrested six miles from 
East St. Louis yesterday after a pitched battle, 
took place before ’Squire Draggon this morning, 
only a charge of highway robbery being pre 
ferred. The prisoners positively swore they had 
no intention of robbing the conductor, but 


took the revolver to prevent him from inflicting 
any injury on himself or one of their number by 
ab accidental discharge of the weapon. They de- 
nied baving hroken into fruit boxes, ana also 
claim to have paid the conductor for the privilege 
of riding in the box car, although their statements 
were flaily contradicted by_the train men. 
"Squire Draggon held each of the prison- 
ers for the Grand Jury in the sum 
ot $2,000, failing to furuish which they were sent 
back to jail. The prosecuting aitorney preferred 
charges of perjury and assault with intent to 
murder against the three prisoners immediately 
after the conclusion of the preliminary examina- 
tion. Councilman Greer is resting easy this morn- 
ing, his injuries not being as serious as was at 
first supposed. Itis now supposed the negroes 
are escaped convicts from some Southern peni- 
teutiary, although two of theia claim to reside in 
St. Louis.

THE WATER SUPPLY. 


How the City Lost Enough Money to Pay 
the Salaries of jInspectors. 

Why the Democrats in the House of Delegates 
voted against the bill authorizing the employ- 
ment of deputy water inspectors is still a matter 
of conjecture. Mr. Wolfinggr was asked this 
morning why he voted against the bill. He said, 
“I voted against it simply because I saw it would 
iucrease the number of men on the city pay-roll. 
I didn’t know anything about the bill, and hadn’t 
taiked with anybody aboutit. The first I knew 
aboutit was when the clerk read it, andthen I 
voted against it because it increasedthe ex- 


enses of the cito. Comptroller Adreon and Mr. 
hitman will meet the House Committee on Ways 
and Means this afternoon and will urge a 
reconsideration of the bill. A motion fora re- 
consideration will no doubs be introducea to- 
bight. lua communication addressed to Presi- 
dent Parker of the Council, some time ago, Com- 
missioner Whitman askea that the bill be passed, 
in order to give Lim time to thoroughly overhaul 
and repair the engines and boilers at the Water 
Works. The costto the city of these extra in- 
spectors is about $1,500 a month. Mr. Mott, the 
Assessor and Collector of Water Rates, made a 
caiculation this morning which went to show that 
the salaries of inspectors could have been paid 
for the greater part of the winter by the sale ot 
ice in the reservoir, haa they been employed in 
time to haye Kept enough water in the reservoir 
to make ice. Last year the ice crop brought in 
the sum of $5,453 60. This year there was no 
water in the reservoir to speak of, and, 
consequently, no ice. “Now,” . said Mr. 
Mott, “if these inspeciors had been put on three 
months earlier there would have been enough 
water to furnish a good ice crop,and the ice wouid 
have sold forenough to pay the inspectors.” The 
result of the actlon of the House of Delegates 
may be inferred from the remarks of one of the 
inspectors this morning. Said be; “A number of 
ladies said to me yesterday, ‘I see, by the papers, 
that this inspection is ail legal.’ Tae reports of 
yesterday snow more reports of waste of water 
than any previous day forthe past month.

Permanent Organization Desired 
for the Merchants’ Excursions,

Systematic Endeavor to Crown the Ex- 
periment’s Success — Unwarranted 
Grumbling by Near-at-Hand Business 
Men--Interviews With Leading Mer- 
chants.

The excellent results derived from the mer- 
chants’ excursions have had theeffect of pro- 
ducing very general discussion among St. Louis 
business men upon the question of how they can 
best perpetuate whut promises to bea valuable 
auxillary to the city’s commerce, and the idea of 


| forming a bureau to organize and take charge of 


all future excursions of the kind has been very 
favorably received by many. Itig held by some 
that, while as a first experiment the two ex- 
cursions already had have been very successful 


matters of detail have arisen and caused consid- 
erable troubie, showing that should the attempt 
be made to carry out the excursion idea on an 
extensive scale, a committee composed of gentle- 
men already fuily oecupied with the cares and 
labors of their everyday business would hardly be 
alle to conduct the work to a thoroughly satisfac- 
tory issue, Again, it is urged that while at pres- 
ent the excursions are in the hands of ihe repre- 
sentatives of only a very few branches of the 
city’s trade, their success will undoubtedly lead 
to a general desire on the part of business men to 
eujoy their benefits and contribute to their ex- 
peuse, and that when thisis the case, it will be 
dificult to organize a committee of mauage- 
meut whose doings might ot 
laid open to censure 
one or more branches of e 
detriment of others. A committee, it is held, 
composed of representatives of all branches of 
trade contributing to the excursion fund, would 
be too bulky to be effective, wille a smalier one, 
from which some branches would be excluded, 
might become subject to the Kind of criticism just 
described. Those who hold these views entertain 
the opinion that the best plan isto organizea 
Merchants’ Exchange Bureau, with an executive 
in the shape of a man thoroughly familiar with 
the railroad passenger business and with the 
city’s business requirements. They believe that 
if such a man coula be found, combining with 
THE UIRED ABILITY 

such qualitics as would give him the 
confidence of all business men interested as 
one incapable of — bis position to his own ad- 
van , OF partially as between different 
branches of business, in his hands the 
the excursion system would be assured. 

“To give you an idea of the little details which 
the present Committee has to handle,” said a gen- 
tlemau who warinly espouses the bureau idea, “I 
would mention that quite a little trouble was 
caused them during the Des Moines excursion by 
applications for passage onthe part of people 
who had no earthly right to them. For instance, 
among them was a blacksmith who was mos‘ 
—— in his attempts to secure a free passt 
‘he committee had to investigate 
the application and the strongest argument 
the biacksmith offered supports of 
his claim was tne fact that he purchased every 
year $100 worth of goods in St. Loui Now in 
the hands of the secretary of a bureau‘Buch mat- 
ters as these would be very readily disposea of 
witbout occupying the valuable time of a pum- 
ber of business inen. Another matter has come 
up for settlement, which could be disposea of by 
a bureau with much less unpleasantness than by 
a committee of business men. We learn that the 
merchauts doing business in towns situated on 
this side of the last stopping place of the in-pound 
excursion irain are expressing great disgust be- 
cals, as they describe it, they have been given 
the go-by. Not to aiscuss e merits of their 
compiaint, it is very apparent that a bureau 
represeuling impartial the businéss 
interests of. the whole city could 
dispose of an unpleasant matter of this kind with 
much less fri¢tion than could a committee repre- 
senting those interests only partially.” 

“I see your point but, tell me, what are the 
business meu of these towns kicking about?” 

“These excursions are organ for the pur- 
pose of working up trade for St. Louis in places 
which ought to be, but which, from lack of effort 
previousiy, have not been, tributary tous. They 
are not intended to secure trade in places near at 
hand which is ours already.
